—that Is the Court Reform bill. 

The President's program has 
heen dehorned and devitalized, 
and prattle-ally thrown on the 
junk heap. The opposition in 
the Senate was entirely too 
strong. The bill that will be re­ 
ported out will retain only minor 
features of the President's pro­ 
posal. There will bo some at­ 
tempts at amendments, and 
this Is where a jam might hap­ 
pen. But members arc so tired 
that it is not likely that long 
debate will now occur. 

The Court bill that will be 
passed will not settle the is­ 
sue by any means. You are 
very liReiy to hear much for 
and against the President's 
program m the next campaign. 
It is an issue of tremendous 
importance and will continue 
to agitate the public mind. The 
Supreme Court has encroached 

7>ii the authority of Congress 
to such an extent that some 
conclusion must be reached as 
to the jurisdiction of both the 
Supreme Court and Congress. 
Not only has the President seen 
his most important measure's 
invalidated, btit Congress has 
also received body blows from 
the decisions of the Court. « 

Another subject of legislation 
that the President recommend­ 
ed is the farm program. This, 
too, has been scuttled and. will 
not be passed at this session. 
Congress is not altogether to 
blame on this subject, for the 
farmers' organizations them­ 
selves, are very much divided; 
so the members of the com­ 
mittee from various sections 
of the country are likewise di­ 
vided. So, farm legislation will 
gb~"6Wr~tCT-thi—flPxfc -session, at 
Congress. r 

Another important part of 
the President's program is the 
iabor legislation, -which estab­ 
lishes minimum wages, maxi­ 
mum hours Snd regulates child 
labor. It has sinlilar objec­ 
tives to the. N.R.A. which Was 
declared unconstitutional by 
the Supreme, Court. The pres­ 
ent bill approaches the same 
problem from a different angle. 
Like the N.R.A., it is receiving 
violent opposition, but a peculiar 
phase of this battle is that 
most of the opposition now 
conies from the southern states, 
where labor is cheap. Many in­ 
dustries have been gravitating 
to the southern states for a 
number of years, because of 
climatic conditions, the near­ 
ness to raw materials, and 
particularly the cheapness of 
labor. v 

This . bill has uhv.-.dy passed 
tile Senate, und it is very like­ 
ly .that it. will pass the House. 
For the second time, it will put 
the questions of wages and 
hours and child labor up to the 
Supremo Court. The interesting 
question arises — will the Su­ 
preme Court stand pat on its 
former decisions, or will it re­ 
verse itself* and uphold this 
wages - and - hours and child- 
labor bill? As you will re­ 
member, the Supreme Court 
held for many years . that the 
States could not regulate wages 
;>iirl lioi'.r;, but In a recent de­ 
cision, leversed itself.
